This engraving, reproduced from Encyclopedia Methodique: Marine, Paris, 1787, is an early illustration : 
of a single-hull outrigger canoe found in the Polynesian area. These vessels did not tack as European 4 
craft did, but changed direction by shifting the mast and or sail, thus reversing the bow to become the a 


stern and the stern to become the bow. The hull was double-ended to allow this task to be performed 
easily and quickly. Original plan drawn about 1742 by Commodore, later Lord, Anson after a Flying 
Proa found in the Ladrone or Marianas Islands. 
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An early 18th century Dutch sloop rigged boat called a steigerschuit, or kop boat used Wea eS 
: ieee to carry passengers on the inland sea and 
and lakes. 
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
